EAST JORDAN — Hundreds of individuals, local gov- 
ernment and various groups have joined with the Friends 
of the Jordan River Watershed to oppose an underground 
injection well that would hold contaminated waste. The 
waste is leachate from the Bay Harbor Resort near Petoskey, 
formerly the site of a cement plant. 


Leachate forms when water mixes with kiln dust from , 


cement production. It has a pH of 12 or more and that is 


equivalent to bleach. 


The site chosen for the proposed well is Antrim County’s 
Star Township, location of the headwaters of the Jordan 
River. One of the concerns is that a leak or other accident 
would result in the toxic leachate contaminating the waters 


of the Jordan River. 


“The remarks are coming in from all over the place,” 
said East Jordan’s Dr. John Richter, president of the FOJR. 
“There are lots locally, but also from downstate and out of 
state.-We’ ve been the conduit for a lot of people’s voices to 


be heard.” 


More than 500 people have written letters or signed a 


petition opposing the well, he said. The County of Char-

levoix Board of Commissioners, East Jordan City Com- 
mission, Antrim County Board of Commissioners and the 
Michigan chapter of Trout Unlimited all unanimously 
passed resolutions against the well. : 
Richter has forwarded the e-mails, letters and petition 
signatures to the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, 
Region 5 in Chicago, Ill. The agency, along with the Michi- 
gan Department of Environmental Quality, will determine 
whether or not toxic waste from Bay Harbor resort on Lake 
Michigan may be stored underground in the township near 


Alba.

Boyne City 


withdraws | 
marina 


application

BOYNE CITY - The city 
has withdrawn its applica- 
tion for a permit to expand 
the public marina, but will 
reapply with modifications. 

The city received an e- 
mail from the Michigan 
Department of Environmen- 
tal Quality on July 19 that 
indicated the agency could 
not issue a permit based on 
the proposed plans submit- 
ted for the marina. 

“They (the city) chose to 
withdraw the application 
and we will continue work- 
ing towards a permittable 
project,” Roxanne Ramirez 
of the MDEQ said. 

City manager, Michael 
Cain, said Monday that the 
agency had a number of is- 
sues with the plans. One was 
the marina’s overall size and 
another was whether the 
floating breakwater system 


would be efficient at its pro- - 


posed location. 


“By withdrawing the ap- 


plication we have a 180-day 


period to work through the 
issues and don’t have to go 
through the application pro- 
cess again,” Cain said. 

The application asked for 
approximately 99 slips, up 
from the current 42. The 
breakdown shows almost 70 
percent of the slips would be 
sized for boats in the 38-.to 
45-foot range. Twenty-two 
slips are sized for 30-foot 
boats and nine slips provide 
for 60- and 70-foot boats. . 

More than 300-feet of 
broadside dockage for large 
vessels was listed on the 
application to the MDEQ. 
Shoppers’ docks are in- 
cluded as well as a 10-foot 
wide structure with four 
fishing and seating nodes. 
Two gazebo locations are 
planned. The docks are 
floating docks. 

The Abonmarche Group 
which has been working 
with the city on the marina 
will revise the plans. 


Camp Quality 
“marks 20 year 


anniversary

BOYNE CITY - Camp 
Quality’s motto, “Letting 
Kids with Cancer be Kids 
Again,” is a statement of 
love, hope and optimism. 
This year marks the 20-year 
anniversary in Michigan of 


the non-profit organization | 


that provides camping expe- 
riences and year-round sup- 
port programs for children 
with cancer and their fami- 
lies. 

Executive Director 
Eleanor West has been an 
instigator and advocate for 
the project since the begin- 
ning. Seated behind her desk 
at the Boyne City headquar- 
ters of Camp Quality, she 
emanates a focused energy 
and enthusiasm when she 
discusses her 20-year career 
as the Michigan director for 
the camp. 

“The most rewarding as- 
pect of this job is seeing 
children gain their confi- 


dence back after going 
through a horrendous 
struggle with cancer,” West 
said. 

Established in 1987, 
Camp Quality Michigan be- 
gan as a summer camp with 
12 campers participating the 
first year. This year the 
camp will host 68 campers. 
Also this year, another . 
Michigan Camp Quality . 
opened in Fenton with a 
week-long session July 8- 
13. 

“That first year we were 
$5,000 in debt,” West re-. 
calls. “But ever since then 
we’ ve made our budget with - 
something left over.

Among those watch- 
ing for that decision is 
Patricia Patterson, a 
geophysicist who lives 
in Clearwater, Fla.

in Chicago. 

Former land owner of 
the Bay Harbor site, 
CMS Energy, is respon- 
sible for the cleanup and 
safe disposal of the 
leachate at the multi- 
million dollar resort. 

A spokesman for 
CMS Energy, Tim 
Petrosky, said recently 
that the company main- 
tains a good record in 
the state and adheres to 
state and federal regula- 
tions. Reached Monday 
by telephone, Petrosky 
said CMS Energy is 
seeking the permit for a 
well so that it has com- 
plete control of the con- 
tamination. 

“We understand the 
public’s concern and 
share that concern,” 
Petrosky said. Some de- 
cisions may not please 
everyone, but the EPA 
and DEQ’s review and 
determination will be 
based on scientific facts, 


he added. 

But, Richter says ac- 
cidents do happen even 
when a well is engi- 
neered to the highest 
standards. And taking 
the waste off-site pro- 
vides many chances for 
accidents. 

The leachate first 
needs to be collected, 
then neutralized, 
pumped, and trucked to 
the site. Once on site it 


must be stored before’ 
it is flowed into the © 


well. 

. Petrosky said CMS 

Energy is also applying 
for a permit to dispose 
of the leachate at the 
Bay Harbor site. 
_ The comment period 
for both the EPA and the 
state Department of En- 
vironmental Quality 
ended on July 27.

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Is the Thunder 
Fairy real? 


If you ever come to The Leader office during a thunderstorm and 
can’t find me, look under my desk. 

Iam deathly afraid of thunderstorms. Even the distant rumble of 
thunder sends a shudder through my body. It is a fear that is in my 
bones, not my brain. 

One of my friends believes in “cellular memory.” That is, our 
cells remember every event throughout our lives — even events 
that happened when we were very young and can’t be recalled 
when we are older. 

This concept fits, when it comes to my fear of storms. 

One night, when I was in my mid-twenties, a close friend of ours 

called me at home during a storm. 

CONNECTIONS Uncharacteristically, I answered 

: the phone (no sense in conducting 
a bolt). When he asked what I was 
doing, L said, “Sitting under my 
desk.” 

At the first crack of thunder 
former coworkers of mine would 
holler, “There she goes.” 

It doesn’t matter whether the 
desk or table is at home or work. I 
have no shame about it. As a child, 
T once slid under the dining room 
table in the middle of dinner at the neighbor’s house. 

I learned the technique from Blaze, our Norwegian Elkhound. He 
was smart. I knew that he knew something none of the adults in my 
world knew. He taught me to respect Mother Nature. Forget about 
the angels bowling. There was some serious power being wielded, 
up there. 

My parents tried everything to help me appreciate thunderstorms. 
They both love storms. 

’ They even invented the Thunder Fairy. After a storm, they would 
lead me to the front door, where the Thunder Fairy had left a 
cupcake paper filled with some gum and candy — didn’t work. 

Although I can’t recall (this one’s in cellular memory), family 
lore has it that dad took me out to the middle of the back yard in 
the middle of a storm — against mom’s protests — when I was two 
years old. Any parent who has found themselves desperate for a 
new technique could relate. 

My dad tells of his mother gathering her 10 children in a circle 
on the living room floor during storms, chanting, “the potatoes are 
growing, the potatoes are growing.” Obviously this technique 
worked, as he will sit next to my mom and “ooooh” and “aaaah” 
during a storm. ; 

Thankfully, our daughter has inherited her grandparents’ love o 
storms. She thinks it is funny that I’m scared. She often brings little . 
rocks to make me feel better. She doesn’t think the Thunder Fairy 
is real. My husband just shakes his head. 

The only time I can begin to appreciate storms is during the 
afternoon, when they have passed and the sky is red and I can 
reassure myself with the old saying, “Red sky at night, sailor’s 
delight; red sky in the morning, sailor’s take warning.” 

Otherwise, I’m taking cover and keeping an eye out for the 
Thunder Fairy.

BOYNE CITY — 
Advancing to the state 
playoffs has become a 
yearly ritual for the 
Boyne City High 
School football team.
